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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding Claim 1 , 
Holmstrom discloses a surge arrester (Figures 1-3) comprising a stack of a plurality of 
cylindrical varistor blocks 10, preferably made of metal oxide (Zinc oxide), which are 
arranged one after another in an axial direction of the varistor blocks, an upper end 
electrode 11 and a lower end electrode 12; clamping members 14-17 of insulating 
material comprising at least three loops (four loops, 14, 15, 16, 17)of continuously 
wound fiber, which connect the upper end electrode to the lower end electrode, wherein 
a cross-section of the first strand is a mirror image of a cross-section of the second 
strand, a bursting-protective bandage 21 comprising a plurality of rings or bands wound 
of fiber, and a surrounding, electrically insulating, outer casing 23 of rubber or other 
polymeric material, (see Abstract, Claim 1, Column 2, lines 44-57). 

Holmstrom does not disclose that the first strand and the second strand each 
comprise a surface facing the varistor block, wherein the cross-sections of the loops are 
adapted such that shapes of the rings or bands are substantially circular (cross sections 
of Holmstrom's loops have square/rectangular shape, and does not have a surface that 
faces the varistor block, only corner that faces the varistor block, and bands are 
substantially rectangular, whereas the invention's loops have a rhomboidal cross 
section such that first and second strand have a surface is facing the varistor block). 
This limitation, in combination with the other recited elements, is not disclosed by the 
Prior Art of record, and therefore, allowable. Claims 2-5, 7-9 depend on Claim 1 .
